ANNOUNCEMENT 


st. Luke's is a general hospital, organized in 1871 under 
the auspices of the Episcopal Church; but no distinction is 
made between the various nationalities or creeds, its doors 
being open to all. Patients are allowed every facility for 
receiving the consolation of their own churches. 

The hospital is situated on Valencia Street, near the junc- 
tion of Mission Street, surrounded by well-kept grounds. It 
is free from the cold winds, fog and noise of other portions 
of the city, while at the same time easily accessible by the 
Valencia Street cars, which pass the door; also by the Mission 
Street line and the San [Francisco and San Mateo electric 
cars, which pass within a block. 

The corps of Attending Physicians and Surgeons is com- 
posed of men of known reputation and ability. 

Uhe members of the House Staff are also thoroughly effi- 
cient and attentive to their duties. 

The Directors desire especially to bring St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital to the notice of patients from a distance who may desire 
special treatment from surgeons or physicians in the city. 
Such persons can be accommodated as in a hotel, yet have the 
care and comfort of a home, and have their own physicians 
and nurses if desired, 

St. Luke’s Hospital cares for three classes of patients: In 
the first class are those who are able to pay the hospital 
charge for board, nursing and medicines, but are unable to 
pay for the services of a physician or surgeon; in such cases 
medical attendance is furnished by the hospital. The second 
class consists of private patients who select their own physi- 
clans or surgeons (who may be members of the attending 
staff or not), and who come to the hospital for the accommo- 
dations it affords. The third class is composed of those who 
are unable to pay anything to the hospital, and are admitted 
to the free beds. 

All kinds of acute, curable and non-contagious diseases are 
treated in the hospital. Chronic: and incurable complaints 
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may be received and retained at discretion, but will not be 
permanently provided for. No patients are admitted suffer- 
ing from any ailment that would occasion discomfort to other 
patients. 

All reputable physicians and surgeons are invited to send 
their patients to the hospital, where they may attend them 
without fear of interference, but the hospital reserves the 
right to refuse cases from any physician or surgeon, for any 
reason that the hospital may deem sufficient. 

Patients sent into the hospital by physicians not on the 
hospital staff cannot be treated by any member of the hos- 
pital staff except by special request from the doctor sending 
the patient into the hospital. The Board of Directors desire 
to extend every hospitality to the physicians of the com- 
munity at large, and to assure them every attention and 
courtesy from the resident executive and medical staff. Their 
orders will receive the same attention as those of the reg- 
ularly appointed visiting staff. Many conveniences which 
add greatly to the efficacy of the hospital work are being 
installed from time to ‘time, and a most satisfactory service 1s 
cuaranteed to any physician or surgeon treating his patients 
Here: 

Complete records are kept of every patient from admission 
to discharge, to enable those physicians and surgeons who so 
desire to obtain ready reference to their cases. 

The building is new and modern and the different depart- 
ments have been well equipped with the latest and best 
apparatus for scientific treatment and for the comfort of the 


patients.

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CHARGES 


The above charges include board, lodging and the attention 
of a nurse on general duty and must be paid weekly in ad- 
vance. Over-payments will be refunded, but when the serv- 
ice is for less than a week the daily rate will be charged, 
which is higher in proportion than the weekly rate. 

The maternity rates include the delivery room and the 
babies’ clothes and laundry while in the hospital. 

The full rate is charged for a fraction of a day. 


EXTRA CHARGES 


Nurses—For graduate nurses the charge must be arranged 
between the patient and nurse directly. A graduate nurse 
charges $25.00 per week and up. The Hospital charges $1.00 
per day for the board of graduate nurses. 

Medicines and Dressings—Proprietary and compounded 
medicines, serums and excessively expensive medicines will 
be charged for. Excessive quantities of dressings or special 
dressings other than those ordinarily used in the Hospital 
will also be charged for. 

X-Ray Work—Charges for X-Ray work vary from $5.00 
to $30.00. The plates are the property of the Hospital. 
Duplicates or prints may be obtained. 


Operating Room—The charge for the use of the operating 
room is from $5.00 up, depending on the time consumed and 
the nature of the operation. An extra charge is made for 
gas anaesthesia and for special anaesthetists. 

Hydrotherapeutic Treatmenis—Charges for treatments in 
the Hydrotherapeutic Department vary from $1.00 to $5.00 
per treatment. 


Pathological Examinations—Ordinary pathological exam- 
inations of blood, urine, sputum, feces, etc., will not be 
charged for. The following class of examinations, however, 
will be charged for—Histological examinations of tissues, 
Wasserman reaction, examinations requiring the inoculation 
of Guinea pigs, autogenous vaccines, etc. 
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Professional Fees—T he professional fee must be arranged 
between the patient and the physician or surgeon and is not 


included in the Hospital charge. 


VISITORS 


Visiting Hours—Visitors are admitted to the wards between 
2:00 and 5:00 p. m. and 7:00 and 9:00 p. m. 

Relatives and friends will not be permitted to remain in 
the Hospital over night except by special permission from 
the Superintendent, when they will be assigned to a room 
and charged a special rate. 


NOTES 


Laundry—The personal laundry of the patients will not 
be done by the Hospital laundry. 

Contagious Diseases —No case of a contagious nature will, 
under any circumstances, be admitted to the Hospital. 

Gifts—Under the rules of the Hospital, no member of the 
House Staff, Nurse or Employee, is allowed to receive any 
compensation or gift from any patient, unless authorized to 
do so by the Executive Committee. 


Valuables—The Hospital will not be responsible for money 
or valuables, unless deposited in the office. 
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ENDOWMENTS 


St. Luke’s has been most magnificently endowed with 
buildings and grounds but most sadly needs endowments for 
the free treatment of patients in order to accomplish more 
of the charity work for which the Hospital was founded and 
which it is called upon to do in ever increasing amounts. 
The sum of fifteen thousand dollars will endow a bed in the 
wards in perpetuity. Thirty thousand dollars endows a 
private room bed in perpetuity. 

A careful estimate has been made, and the income from 
these endowments provide for the beds being occupied every 
day of the year. 

Endowments of any amount will be gladly received and 
service will be rendered yearly to the extent of the earning 
capacity of the amount donated and in strict conformity 
with the wishes of the donors. 

Each one thousand dollars at five per cent interest will 
provide $50.00 worth of free care each year. 

Patients occupying any endowed or partly endowed beds, 
do so with the understanding that they are to be treated by 
the members of the Visiting Staff of the Hospital.

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REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


To the Members of the Corporation 
of St. Luke’s Hospital. 


GENTLEMEN: I submit herewith the various annual reports 
showing in detail the work of the Hospital for the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1916. Again it has been a year of 
progress and encouragement to those identified with its up- 
building and direction, and we look forward more confidently 
than ever to a field of enlarged usefulness and greater benefit 
to suffering humanity in the future. 

It is with the utmost pleasure that I announce to you the 
payment of the mortgage of $32,000, which has for so many 
years encumbered part of the property, and I extend to all 
those who participated in its extinction the thanks which I 
know you would wish to express personally. The property 
is now free of all debt and as its hoped for endowment fund 
accumulates its vision of greater service will be realized. 

The entire plant is in good condition, repainting and touch- 
ing up having cost over one thousand dollars during the year. 
We have also undertaken work for the greater protection of 
employees, costing some seven hundred dollars, which is now 
practically completed. The high cost of supplies is still 
troublesome and disturbing, and difficulty in getting some of 
the things needed is embarrassing. The following statistics 
are called to your attention: 


The average number of patients was 109 against 91 for the 
preceding year. 

Total number of patients treated during the past year was 
3559 as against 3117 in 1915 and 2423 in 1914. 

Number of days of hospital care during the past year was 
39,994, as against 33,510 in 1915 and 27,588 in 1914. 


The work of the Woman’s Board should be again specially 
commended, and it is a pleasure to report harmony and 
efficient service in all branches of our work.

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REPORT OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


To the President, Board of Directors, 
of St. Luke’s Hospital. 


Dear Sir: During the past year, through the generosity 
of a number of those interested in the Hospital, the mortgage 
resting upon the property has been paid in full and the Hos- 
pital now possesses an entire block without any incumbrance 
of any nature whatever. Certain requirements made by the 
State Commission will involve a very considerable expense 
sn the near future, but it is hoped that this may be met through 
the earnings of the Hospital without incurring any debt. 

The Superintendent’s report shows a steady increase in the 
number of patients, and during the past few months many 
letters have been received from some of these living in and 
out of the city, expressing their thanks for the care received 
during their stay at the Hospital—the best testimony to the 
efficiency of those who have charge of our inmates. 

The value of the free work done during the past year was 
$13,827, as compared with $10,738 for the year ending October 
1, 1915. A study of the report of the Superintendent shows 
the increased cost of almost everything in the way of supplies 
required for the Hospital, and it is a question as to whether 
it will not be necessary before long to make an increase in the 
rates. If prices continue to go up, either this will have to be 
done, or an earnest effort made to secure such endowment 
as will provide for a part of the overhead expenses. In con- 
nection with this, a suggestion made by Mr. George A. Pope, 
Vice-President of the Hospital, would seem to afford a possible 
chance of securing in course of time such endowment. It is— 
that donations be asked from friends of the Hospital for gifts 
of $5,000, which will entitle each donor to nominate to a bed 
in a ward, for a term of three years, such patients as they may 
be interested in. At the end of that period these sums to be 
transferred to the Permanent Endowment Fund. Many who 
will be unable to endow either a room or a bed in a ward in 
perpetuity at the present rates, or who would hesitate to 
contribute directly to an endowment fund, might be. willing 
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because of the free work to be done, to make a donation of 
this kind. If approved of at this Annual Meeting, the plan 
can be worked out in detail, and published in the prospectus 
of the next report. 

I would suggest that during the coming year quarterly 
meetings of the Board of Directors, with the members of the 
Visiting Staff, at the Hospital be resumed, as affording the 
best possible opportunity for conferring on matters vital to 
the interests of the Institution.

(GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to report that I have ex- 
amined the books and accounts of the Venerable John A. 
Emery, Treasurer of St. Luke’s Hospital, and have found 
the same correct and in good order.

Exhibit A, Balance Sheet as at September 30th, 1916; 
Exhibit B, Income and Expenditure Account, showing earn- 

ings from operations for 12 months and operating expend- 

‘tures for 13 months, ending September 30th, 1916; 
Exhibit C, Profit and Loss Account for 12 months ending 

September 30th, 19106. 

CHANGE IN ACCOUNTING SYSTEM 
I have also made the necessary changes in the Accounting 
System to enable the accounts to show the gross and net 
earnings of the Hospital, the operating revenue and expendi- 
ture, the income from invested funds and expenditures thereof, 
with the combined result in one Profit and Loss Account. 
The Balance Sheet shows all the assets including inventories 
of supplies on hand and accounts receivable from patients, 
whilst the liabilities include unpaid salaries, supplies and ex- 
pense accounts incurred prior to the end of the fiscal year. 
The Balance Sheet now shows the true financial position 

as at September 30th, 1916, whilst the working account in- 
cludes all income and expenditures, the difference whereof 
is carried to Surplus Account on the Balance Sheet. 


MODIFICATION OF METHOD OF ACCOUNTING AT HOSFITAL 


I enclose copy of letter written to Dr. Dorr, relative to the 
necessary ledger accounts to be opened on the Hospital books; 
the change of system will lighten rather than add to the work 
of the office force there, as the unnecessary work of segregat- 
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ing and classifying the cash receipts will be dispensed with 
by crediting the receipts in one monthly total to the Patients’ 
Ledger Controlling Account.

It is to be noted that the Sinking Fund investment amounts 
to $7,945.00; as the Reserve and Surplus amount to $11,783.32, 
practically two-thirds thereof are invested, a fact which evi- 
dences the practical financiering of your Treasurer in making 
every dollar work. 

Real Estate and Improvements: These assets appear on the 
Balance Sheet for the first time. The real estate is at an 
appraised valuation and improvements are at cost. The 
liquidation of the old mortgage by generous donors during 
the past year puts these assets at par value. 

Investments: The bonds were verified by actual count on 
November 28th, 1916, and the cash balance shown as deposited 
in the Savings Bank accounts have been reconciled with the 
Pass Books. 

Inventories: Stock was taken of the stores at the Hospital 
on hand on September 30th, the several totals deducted from 
the expenditures and now appear as an asset. 
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Accounts Receivable: Patients’ Ledger Accounts—The 
balance of $7,776.52 represents the amount owing by patients 
on September 30th, 1916; this amount has accrued in 1916 
only. The earnings were $177,393.85. The receipts on 
account of 1916 earnings were $169,617.33, so that the balance 
of $7,776.52 represents current accounts only. There 1s a 
considerable sum due on old accounts, some of which are in 
collectors’ hands. The average loss for uncollected accounts 
has been a little over four per cent. Under the circumstances, 
it was deemed unwise to show as an asset the old uncollected 
accounts of doubtful value, but as collections are made on 
such accounts, the receipts will be credited to a Bad Debts’ 
Reserve Account to provide a fund for possible losses on out- 
standing patients’ accounts. 

Account Current with Hospital $160: This amount was 
in transit on September 30th, and will be liquidated in the 
Treasurer’s Account for October. 


Cash on Hand: The merging of all accounts with one 
statement shows that cash in Hospital bank account, Treas- 
urer’s bank account and petty cash fund total $6,575.96. 


Capital Account: The Hospital has no capital stock, this 
account therefore covers the expenditures in property cov- 
ered by donations and gifts. All such donations have been 
shown in the annual reports and the principal ones are enumer- 
ated on the Balance Sheet. 


Endowment Funds: Whilst no new endowments are 
shown this year, the funds have increased over $1,000 by 
further contributions to Bishop Nichols’ Bed Fund, St. Luke’s 
Church and Trinity Church Bed Funds. 


Accounts Payable: Audited vouchers for September sal- 
aries and supplies amounting to $13,793.99 are shown on the 
balance sheet, hitherto no provision has been made in the 
accounting system to show this liability. 


Surplus Account: To the surplus account has been added 
the net profit for the year, viz: $773.09. In bringing in the 
balance of cash at the Hospital, the accounts receivable and 
the accounts payable, there was necessarily a difference 
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between the debts and credits, which is shown in an adjust- 
ment account closed into surplus account as $1,788.88.

I pointed out in the last report that the discrepancy between 
the Treasurer’s Report of disbursements and the Hospital 
Report of expenditures was caused by the omission of the 
liability for September expenditures. Hence in including such 
liabilities you have to show thirteen months expenditures 
this year, viz: the expenditures for September 1915, and the 
whole of the present fiscal year. 

That the Hospital should show a working profit under these 
circumstances, must be very gratifying to you, and it augurs 
well for the future, when only twelve.months expenditures 
will be shown. 

In conclusion, I take pleasure in certifying to the correct- 
ness of the accounts.

GENTLEMEN: Having had charge of the chapel services for 
the year, I beg to submit the following report: 

The Reverend Henry Howitt has read Evening Prayer on 
the last Sunday evening of each month; he has read Evening 
Prayer on some of the Tuesday evenings; he has celebrated 
Holy Communion on several occasions. 

The Venerable John A. Emery has frequently held service 
on Tuesday evenings. 

The Reverend Earnest Bradley has administered the 
Sacrament of Baptism. 

The Reverend Arch Perrin has celebrated Holy. Communion. 

During the year, the office of Evening Prayer was said 
sixty-four times. The Sacrament of Holy Communion was 
celebrated thirty-nine times. (The writer saying Evening 
Prayer forty-three times and celebrating Holy Communion 
twenty-eight times.) 

One day each week was given over to visiting the Church 
people and such others who wished to have the ministrations 
of a clergyman. 

In connection with the Chapel services it might be well

During the year some few pupil nurses—communicants of 
the Church—have organized themselves as a Guild, which 
meets on the first Tuesday evening of the month.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


. san Francisco, Cal., 
September 30, 1916. 


Board of Directors, 
St. Luke’s Hospital. 


GENTLEMEN: Again it is my privilege to present to you 
the annual report of the internal affairs of the hospital and to 
thank you for the continued confidence you have placed in me. 
I also wish to thank you for having made it possible for me 
to have attended the meeting of the American Hospital Asso- 
ciation in Philadelphia this month and to have visited other 
Eastern centers of hospital activity. It would seem that some 
one associated with the hospital should attend these meetings 
each year and it is hoped that you will see your way clear to 
arrange this. 

The work of a hospital, as a superintendent sees it, falls 
into three distinct departments: the business department, 
the medical care of patients department and the philanthropic 
department. 

Let us therefore review the work that has been done in the 
last year along these different lines so that we can see what, 
in general, St. Luke’s is doing; and leave the more detailed 
statement to be found in the appended reports. 


FINANCES 


The appended reports will show that the business end of 
the hospital has not been overlooked as our cost per patient per 
day has been reduced 4% from $4.30 per patient per day to 
$4.11 per patient per day and while the number of patients 
has increased. Every one reading this report must know the 
great increase in the cost of all household goods, medical and 
surgical supplies and also the difficulty in obtaining many 
things along these lines. 

The following table compiled in February, 1916, shows the 
increase of many articles.

The increased cost of many drugs which was mentioned in 
last year’s report continues and is getting higher and higher. 
R. P. Frischelis, Ph.D. of Philadelphia, presented the follow- 
ing list to the Philadelphia County Medical Society in May, 
1916, showing the percentage of increase.

Rice and butter have not increased. 


General average food stuffs have increased 25%. 
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In spite of these many and marked increases, we have been 
able to end our year with the substantial cash profit of 
$5,091.63. Besides having furnished free work to a total of 
$14,097.84, so that the real profit for the year would be 
$19,189.47. There should however be $1,847.07 deducted 
from this which is the total paid from the Endowment Fund 
to partially reimburse the Current Account for the free treat- 
ment furnished, making the total $17,342.40, while last year 
it was only $4,345.44. Our receipts were $169,617.33, an 
increase of 23% over last year. Our expenditures were 
$164,525.70, an increase of only 14% over last year. 

The total money uncollected at the end of the year is still 
and probably always will be one of the things that will worry 
hospital authorities. This year it amounts to $7,776.52, 
which is only 4% of the total to be collected, but is quite a 
substantial sum. 

As stated in last year’s report, many of the problems con- 
fronting St. Luke’s were presented to Dr. Ray L. Wilbur, then 
Dean of the Medical Department of Stanford University and 
now President of the University, for consideration and advice. 
His report showed that he had given our problems deep study 
and the advice given by him we hope graduallv to profit by, 
as we feel sure that it is sound advice but not easy to follow in 
a hospital of the type of St. Luke’s. 

We are still anxious to get advice from other experts along 
other lines so that we may have as perfect a hospital as is 
possible. We feel that it would be a very wise investment to 
obtain a consulting engineer to expert the engineering prob- 
lems that are found in our plant and suggest modifications 
and rearrangements to effect more economical operation. 
It is hoped that the Board of Directors will see their way 
clear to authorize this shortly. 

PROFESSIONAL CARE OF PATIENTS 

The appended reports deserve a careful study and give a 
complete account of what has been done along the various 
lines covering the Follow-up system, The Clinical Club, The 
Clinics, the Nurses Training School, the Nurses Alumnae 
Association and the morbidity statistics. 
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In the report of the Clinical Club will be found a description 
of the ‘Diagnostic Section” of that Club which is a distinct 
innovation in the practice of medicine and should be thorough- 
ly understood by both the laity and the profession. 

The Follow-up System has been in operation a little over 
two years but as we were not permitted to even attempt to 
follow-up more than 50% of the cases treated and the replies 
from those communicated with were less than 10% of the 
total treated, it was decided to discontinue this service and 
apply the saving to some other department. 

Several of the departments, as started last year, besides 
giving the statistics of work done have also added observations 
or conclusions made by the department heads. We hope 
each year to increase these reports and ultimately make these 
one of the main features of the report, perhaps make them so 
important that they will demand separate publication. 


PHILANTHROPIC WORK 


As stated before, our free work during the year has increased 
over the year before very materially so that this year our free 
work has cost us more than ever before. As this is the main 
object of the hospital, such a showing together with a net 
profit is extremely gratifying. 

The Women’s Board has continued its good work and as in 
the past has been a great help to the management and also 
to the patients. 

Through the generosity of Mrs. Reid and Mrs. Monteagle, 
the awning over the loggia in the south court has been com- 
pleted and is very much appreciated by the patients. 

Our greatest benefaction during the year has been the pay- 
ing of the mortgage of $32,000.00 which has been running for 
16 years. This was accomplished through the generosity of 
several good friends of the hospital and has materially assisted 
the running of the hospital by relieving it of the burden of 
paying interest. 


NEEDS 


The larger needs of the hospital have been called to your 
attention in the reports of the President and Chairman of the 
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Executive Committee. There are, however, several minor 
needs to which we wish to call attention. 

A McKenzie Modified Polygraph for studying more accu- 
rately the action of the heart than can be done by the 
senses alone. Cost about $100.00. 

A high frequency electrical machine for the application of 
electricity in certain conditions and for fulguration. Cost 
about $300.00. 

Elapsed time recorders, for recording the length of time 
between the time that a patient calls for a nurse and the time 
the nurse answers the call. Cost about $1000.00. 

There are several machines that have been found of value 
during the last few years in kitchen service which should be 
added to our kitchen equipment, notably a silver cleaning 
machine, meat slicing machine, mixing machine and meat 
chopping machine. 

The following statement made by Dr. H. E. Ruggles, in 
charge of the X-Ray department, calls attention to a condi- 
tion which we hardly know how to relieve at present. 

“Attention should be called to the inadequate accommoda- 
tions of the X-Ray department. Patients have no waiting 
room and are compelled to await treatment either in the main 
lobby of the hospital or in a drafty hall upstairs. There are 
no dressing rooms whatever. The plate viewing room is too 
small and the same is true of the fluoroscopic room. Such 
conditions inevitably detract from the quality of the work 
and from the standing of the hospital with both physicians 
and patients.” 

The following statement made by Dr. R. B. Tupper relative 
to the electrocardiograph deserves careful study. 

‘Today the conclusion has been reached that the electro- 
cardiograph has passed beyond the stage of an experimental 
instrument and has become a clinical instrument of unequaled 
value in diagnosis, prognosis and treatment in certain cases 
of heart disease. Each contraction of the heart produces 
electrical currents and this instrument records the variations 
in these currents in the form of a curve. The form of the 
curve indicates the condition of the heart. We feel that the

electrocardiograph will be the court of last resort in cardiac 
disease. In the future the patient will often expect, the 
insurance company will require, and the conscientious physt- 
cian will not rest satisfied without a determination of the exact 
character of the cardiac condition which can only be done 
with this instrument so that the possession of one will be 
necessary by every hospital doing the best grade of work in 
cardiac disease.” 


THE FUTURE 


The present condition of St Luke’s is very gratifying; but 
when we try to look into the future, we begin to wonder how 
long we will be able to continue in this position. 

A study of this proposition has been made during the last 
year and the result of this study has been reduced to wiiting 
with the hope of interesting people with the problems that will 
confront this hospital in future years. 

The overhead hospital expense 1s increasing rapidly each 
year and yet at the same time the ability of the average pa- 
tient to pay our rates is not increasing so that it seems im- 
practicable to increase our rates, which today are higher than 
many of our patients can really afford to pay. At the same 
time, as seen in another part of this report, our cost of sup- 
plies is increasing very materially. 

The natural query is “how are we to meet this increased 
cost of overhead expense and increased cost of supplies while 
at the same time we cannot collect any more from the indi- 
vidual patients?”’ 

As we see it today, the only way 1s to increase the accommo- 
dations for patients. 

Several times during last winter and spring we were com- 
pelled to turn patients away on account of lack of accommo- 
dations, at the same time we have a considerable amount of 


eround not used for hospital purposes on which we are paying 
taxes and also something for upkeep. It was therefore de- 
cided to make a study of how this available building space 
could be used, so that any future building that might be under- 
taken could be arranged so as to fit into the larger scheme. 
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Our architect, Mr. Hobart, kindly consented to do this and 
has shown that it would be possible to increase our capacity 
by 350 beds, making a total capacity of about 500 beds.

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REPORT OF THE PATHOLOGIST 


Board of Directors, 
St. Luke’s Hospital. 


GENTLEMEN: In reviewing the laboratory reports made 
during the year just ended, a somewhat detailed summary 
has been attempted in order to give as accurate a statement 
as possible of all that has been done. This report is herewith 
appended. 

In this laboratory no attempt whatever has been made to 
enter the field of experimental medicine. Only practical 
procedures of proven value are undertaken. This is the only 
choice consistent with present circumstances. Nevertheless, 
all material is being preserved as far as possible with the hope 
of greater opportunity in the future. 

Beginning last June, a definite laboratory course for the 
interns was outlined and undertaken. The course at present 
gives each intern two months full time in the laboratory. 
While on this service he does a part of the blood counts, urine 
analysis, etc., and besides ordinary routine is required to 
make reports on material from the operating rooms, learn 
the technique of the Wassermann reaction and in fact has 
an opportunity to become more familiar with the more diffi- 
cult laboratory methods than is possible by devoting only 
a part of each day to this work. The advantage of even two 
months study in surgical pathology alone ought to be time 
well spent. At the same time all the interns are privileged 
to make full use of the laboratory in connection with their 
other work. 

Attention is called to the Bacteriological report. While 
an improvement over previous years, it still shows only a 
meager beginning. Physicians connected with this hospital 
are making more frequent demands on this department which 
at present cannot be met satisfactorily. The principal reason 
is that the time necessarily required in nearly all bacteriolo- 


gical technique is very much more than can at present be 
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devoted to it. Nevertheless, on account of the fundamental 
importance of the etiology of disease, practical bacteriology 
cannot, in strict justice to the patient, be neglected. 

It has always been the policy of this hospital to do as much 
laboratory work as possible without charge to the patient, the 
chief aim being to thus avoid restrictions in the use of labora- 
tory aids in diagnosis and treatment which extra charge of 
necessity too often imposes on patients of limited means. 
Now after five years of gradual improvement we are unable 
to see any fundamental fault in this policy either in principle 
or practical application. It invites a larger amount of work 
upon the laboratory and leads to healthful growth and expan- 
sion in many directions and it calls for increasing energy. 
Along with these, organization and cooperation become more 
and more necessary, all of which are desirable. It is not 
likely that too much laboratory work can be done: in fact the 
tendency has more often been otherwise as many clinical 
records will testify. However, proper organization within 
the laboratory and thoughtful cooperation both within and 
without still need much consideration and it is believed that 
these will receive careful study before resorting to the easier 
expedient of making laboratory charges. Regarding the 
details connected with all difficulties of organization and co- 
operation, we have every reason to look forward with surety 
to their right solution. 

We are much indebted to Dr. Wm. Ophuls for his continued 
interest in the laboratory and for the numerous times he has 
come to our aid on questions of diagnosis. We also wish to 
thank Drs. Thos. Addis, C. E. Dickson, H. R. Oliver, also of 
Stanford University; Drs. S$. H. Hurwitz and Carl Meyer of 
the University of California; Dr. H. E. Foster of The Cutter 
Laboratory who have aided us, each in their more special 
fields of work and long experience. The right of appeal to 
higher authority is most sincerely appreciated.

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REPORT OF THE ROENTGENOLOGIST 


To the Board of Directors, 
St. Luke’s Hospital. 


CExTLEMEN: In connection with the statistical report of 
the department we wish to call attention to the following 
observations which may be of interest. . 

An investigation of the operative findings in gastrointestinal 
cases which had received bismuth meals showed 78 per cent 
correct diagnoses for the Roentgen method. While this 
fisure is somewhat lower than the results reported from the 
larger clinics of the East, it nevertheless demonstrates the 
value of the method and furnishes a standard of comparison 
for succeeding years. 

In the field of therapy we have continued the treatment of 
tubercular adenitis with increasingly beneficial results. The 
favorable influence of the rays in goitre has been demonstrated 
in an increased number of cases. 

Recently we have undertaken the exposure of acute pyoge- 
nic infections such as carbuncles and folliculitis with really 
remarkable results in the way of almost instant relief of pain 
and early resolution and healing.

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REPORT OF THE DIAGNOSTIC SECTION OF 
ST. LUKE’S HOSPITAL CLINICAL CLUB 


To the President and Board of Directors 
of St. Luke’s Hospital. 


GENTLEMEN: I have the honor of submitting herewith to 
you a report of the organization and work of the Diagnostic 
Section for the past year. 


ORGANIZATION 


One year ago, on October 13, 1915, ten members of the 
St. Luke’s Clinical Club, each especially interested in a 
limited field of medicine, formed an organization the object 
of which is expressed in the following statement: 

“Organized to systematically and collectively investigate 
referred cases, and to forward a diagnostic report upon the 
return of the patients, for which a fee is charged commensurate 
with their financial status.”’ 

Since the beginning of this method of group study, the 
work has increased to such an extent that it was found de- 
sirable to increase the number of members of the section to 
twelve and to provide an associate membership. 

Early in the year the daily meetings were held in the record 
room of the Hospital. With the increase in the number of 
interested spectators, it was found necessary to provide more 
room. This was accomplished through the kindness of Dr. 
Dorr who placed at our disposal a large room in the Mills 
Building. By means of an arrangement of blackboards, each 
case is recorded systematically in order that all the facts 
concerning the patient may be readily referred to during the 
discussion of his condition. The patient’s physician is in- 
vited to be present when his case is being considered. 

The personnel of the Diagnostic Section, with the respective 
division of which each member is the head, is composed of 
the following physicians:

During the first year, two hundred and twenty patients 
have been studied. The following data are of interest: 
Fifty-four physicians have availed themselves of the oppor- 

tunity offered by the Diagnostic Section for a careful and 
systematic study of their patients. The following report 
based upon the returns of follow-up letters concerning the 
first one hundred and fifty cases will give some idea of the 
results of the work of the Section. 
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Condition of all Cases Reported. 
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Result of Recommendation Regarding Therapy. 
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Impression of Physician Concerning Report Submitted to Him. 
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The only comment upon the above report may be directed 
toward the fact that in thirty-five of the cases, the therapy 
recommended was either only partially followed or not carried 
out at all. Further than that it is especially interesting to 
note that the examinations by the Section were satisfactory 
in one hundred and forty-one cases of the total one hundred 
and fifty included in the above tabulated report. 


OTHER ITEMS OF INTEREST 


In order that the character of the work might be improved, 
the latest approved diagnostic methods have been employed. 
This has necessitated the acquisition of new apparatus and 
the introduction of systematic records. By these means, 
the general results have been made considerably more accurate 
in many ways. However, it seemed desirable to increase our 
knowledge of diagnostic procedure by an intimate acquaint- 
ance with the authors of many of the newer methods and to 
that end two of our members left us for a month to study in 
some of the eastern medical centers in this country and in 
Canada. 
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While the actual diagnostic work has demanded much of 
the time of the members, nevertheless, several have written 
articles for the various medical journals.

It is of course gratifying to record that since the physicians 
have become acquainted with this method of diagnostic study, 
they have not hesitated to make use of the Section in an en- 
deavor to properly arrive at a satisfactory conclusion in regard 
to their patients. 

The records and the follow-up letters are carefully kept 
and those interested in this group study plan are cordially 
invited to inspect the results of this method of study by a 
perusal of our records. 
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As one of our plans for the future, the idea of establishing 
a reference medical library has been impressed upon us. It 
would seem desirable from the standpoint of the resident 
staff that such a library should be established at the earliest 
possible date. If St. Luke’s Hospital is to train its interns 
so that they may be among the leaders in the profession in 
after years, such a reference library is absolutely essential. 
If this hospital is to serve the physicians who send their pa- 
tients in for treatment and diagnosis, it must also provide 
the means of enriching their knowledge of disease. The 
Diagnostic Section will endeavor to meet this need to the 
best of its ability but it will also welcome the support of all 
who may be interested in the establishment of such a library 
in St. Luke’s Hospital.

GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to present the Annual Re- 
port of the School of Nursing for the year ending September 
30, 1916. 

During the year the School has grown steadily, and we 
have been fortunate in continuing to add to our numbers, 
young women of education and character who have a vision 
of the higher ideals of nursing service and who bring to their 
work a spirit of loyalty, enthusiasm and interest. 

We wish to thank sincerely the members of the Staff and 
their associates who have generously and ably given instruc- 
tion to the nurses, and also the following, not connected with 
the Hospital, who have lectured: Dr. Adelaide Brown of the 
State Board of Health, and Miss Anna C. Jamme, Director 
of the State Bureau of Registration of Nurses. 

We also wish to express again our appreciation of the con- 
tinued kindness and interest of the Women’s Board which 
has added much to the entertainment and pleasure of the 
nurses. 

The commencement exercises of the Class of 1916 were 
held in the Chapel on June twentieth. Bishop Nichols gave 
a beautiful and inspiring address to the graduates.

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SCHOOL OF NURSING 
REQUIREMENTS FOR ADMISSION 


1. A complete high school education or its equivalent in 
a recognized school. 

2. Home training and influences fitted to form good moral 
character and to lay the foundation for the future work of 
the nurse. 

3. Good physical condition. Candidates are preferred be- 
tween twenty and thirty years of age, of strong physique and 
not under average weight and height. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 


The work of nursing demands intelligence, good temper, 
an orderly habit of mind, thorough trustworthiness, and a 
willing spirit. No one should enter upon this work except 
with a strong sense of duty and a readiness to conform to the 
necessarily strict rules of discipline. The Superintendent of 
the Hospital and the Superintendent of the Training School 
decide as to the acceptance of candidates for the preliminary 
term. <A limited number only can be received. The declina- 
tion, therefore, of a candidate is no reflection on the individ- 
ual’s character. The reasons for declination are not given 
either to applicants for admission or to probationers on duty. 

Candidates should be vaccinated within the year previous 
to their coming to the Hospital. Their teeth should also be 
in good condition. 


UNDERGRADUATE STUDENTS 


Candidates if accepted are admitted twice a year and serve 
for a probationary period of six months; if satisfactory at the 
end of that time, they will sign an agreement to remain in the 
school for three years, and to conform to its rules and regula- 
tions. The right is reserved by the Hospital authorities to 
dismiss a pupil at any time for inefficiency, misconduct, neg- 
lect of duty, failure to pass examination, inability to develop 
qualities fitting the profession she desires to enter, or for any 
other reason that may seem to them adequate. 

VACATION 

As the weekly service at the present time is forty-eight hours 

the vacation may not be more than a week a year. 
SICKNESS 

All students are cared for gratuitously when ill and receive 
the professional services of the physician of the school. Time 
lost through illness or for any other reason must be made up. 
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EXAMINATIONS 


Examinations, written and oral, are held at stated periods, 
those upon special courses being conducted by the instructors 
at the close of each course. They are both written and oral, 
and include practical tests. The standing of the pupil is 
based upon the general character of work throughout the year 
as well as the results of examinations. 


GRADUATION 


The diploma of the school is awarded to those who have 
completed satisfactorily the full term of three years, and have 
passed the final examinations. Nurses are then entitled to 
examination for registration in this State. 

As St. Luke’s Hospital is an institution under the auspices 
of the Episcopal Church, the management requires from the 
nurses that neither by word nor act shall any nurse assume any 
position or express any opinion antagonistic to the Church 
and its teachings. When their duties will permit, all nurses 
are expected to attend the services in the Chapel, unless ex- 
cused by the Superintendent of Nurses. 


THE COURSE OF INSTRUCTION 


The course of instruction is that arranged by the State 
Board of Health for accredited training schools. It covers 
a period of three years and includes practical demonstrations, 
classes and lectures in the following:
